Early this morning enemy counter-attacks 
failed. 
Our losses were small, while those of the 
enemy, owing partly. to the treacherous’ be- 
haviour of some of them, were especially 
severe.

The enemy trenches were blown up. 


ENEMY’S NEW TACTICS. 
(PRESS ASSOCIATION WAR SPECIAL.) 
PARIS, Sarurpay. 

A semi-official statement on the operations 
round Verdun says :— 

The enemy seems once more to be adopting 
new tactics, confirming, by this change, the 
failure of his preceding attempts. After hav- 
ing hurled himself simultaneously on the two 
wings in concurrent actions, he has now re- 
turned to alternate attacks, sometimes to the 
east, sometimes to the west, of the Meuse. At 
this moment it is in the sector on the left 
bank that the fighting-continues with the 
greatest vigour. The Germans last night re- 
newed their attempt of the morning to 
debouch from Haucourt. They ‘were able to 
instal themselves in two advanced smal] 
works south of the village, but this is quite a 
small local success without any consequence 
for our line.. On the other hand, they were 
again stopped by our fire, leaving a number of 
bodies on the ground. 


In the region of Verdun there is no event of 
importance to record, except a fairly lively 
hombardment of our front along the Bethin- 
court-Mort Homme-Cumieres line.

TRIBUTE TO MOTOR TRANSPORT. 


Mr. H. Warner Allen, in a despatclr from 
the French lines, pays a glowing tribute to 


the success of the motor transport in bringing 


up munition for the French. There was 
the light railway of the Meuse, but it was 
clear that in case of emergency its services 
would need to be supplemented by a transport 
system capable of giving the greatest results 
with the smallest waste of time. For this 
purpose the General Staff decided to utilise a 
system of automobile transport. Early in 
February a special body was constituted for

It was at noon on February 22 that this 
organisation was first put to the test, the day 
after the battle began, and at once the men 
in charge of the policing of the road began to 
perform their duties.

We are officially informed that the Kinr 
has been pleased ‘to confer the dignity of a 
Barony of the United Kingdom upon the 
Right Hon. Henry Chaplin, M.P. 

Mr. Chaplin has been M.P. since 1868, with 
a break of about eighteen months between 
1906 and 1907. Elected for Mid-Lincolnshire 
(afterwards the Sleaford Division) 46 years 
ago, he represented the Lincolnshire con- 
stituency until the General Election of 1906, 
when he was defeated. In 1907 he was elected 
for the Wimbledon Division of Surrey, and 
his elevation to the peerage creates a by-elec- 
tion there. Mr. Chaplin is 75 years of age, 
and had announced his intention not to seek re- 
election. After the formation of the Coalition 
Government Mr. Chanlin assumed the réle of 
friendly leader of the Opposition in Parlia- 
ment. 

The new Peer is a prominent supporter of 
the Turf, and was elected a member of the 
Jockey Club as long-ago as 1864.

The gold harp with*sjlver strings on a 
green ground is the proper “Sificiall, 
authorised arms—not, indeed, of Ireland, bu 
of the Province of Leinster. Fox Davies’ 
“Book of Public Arms’’ correctly states tha: 
these arms of Leinster are recorded in th 
books of the Irish Office of Arms. Thus, wher 
the harp upon the green ground is used as the 
Irish flag, the error consists only in mistaking 
the official arms of Leinster for those of Ire 
land.

ADMINISTRATION OF RELIEF 


FUNDS. 


At a meeting of the Dublin County Coun- 
cil, held on Thursday, Mr. P. J. O'Neill, 
Chairman, referred to the operations of the 
Naval and Military War Pensions Act, and 
protested against Ireland being represented 
by only one member on the Statutory Com- 
mittee, consisting of twenty-seven members, 
appointed under the Act to investigate the 
claims of soldiers and sailors maimed in the 
war. ‘he Council was invited to co-operate 
with the Committee, but, in view of the fact 
that the suggestion of the Irish representative 
to entrust the Irish administration of the 
fund to a sub-committee sitting in Dublin 
was refused, the Chairman said that he 
would not investigate, or give his assistance 
in investigating, the claims if the administra- 
tion of the fund was to be centralised in 
London.

It 
is believed that betore and during the pro- 
gress of the typhus there were at least 15,000 
prisoners in the camp, and there may have 
a as many as 16, or 17,0000—an enor- 
mous population for so restricted an area as 
ten-and-a-half acres. 


THE BRITISH PRISONERS. 


“The winter of 1914-15 was extremely 
severe, and the cold at Wittenberg intense, 
but the heating arrangements for the camp 
were altogether inadequate. Often there was 
no coal for the stoves, and the temperature 
was so low that the men had always to keep 
every window shut to husband what little 
warmth there was. Most of the British 
prisoners had their overcoats taken from them 
on the day of their capture, and none were 
given them in exchange. Their remaining 
clothes were often in rags, and some of the 
men had even to use their blankets as cloth- 
ing. Occasionally a prisoner had received a 
thin cotton shirt, but there were many with 
neither boots nor socks. Many others had 
their feet wrapped in straw. There were no 
‘means of washing the scanty clothing they 
had, no washhouse existing in the camp at 
the time. For personal ablutions there was 
only one trough or tap to each compound, and 
that was frequently frozen, while no hot water 
was available except that which came from 
the cookhouse As a consequence, the state 
of the prisoners beggars description. Major 
Priestley found them gaunt, of a peculiar 
grey pallor, and verminous.. The food with 
vhich the prisoners were supplied was bad 
ind insufficient.”’ 


OUTBREAK OF THE EPIDEMIC. 


‘‘The spread of the typhus,’’ the report 
states, was much facilitated by a camp re- 
gulation, not confined to Wittenberg, which 
njoined that the prisoners of all nationalities 
should be mixed together. Normally there 
vas only one mattress for every three 
orisoners, and every British prisoner was com- 
velled to have one French and one Russian 
prisoner to share his mattress with him. The 
:pidemic broke out in December, 1914. There- 
ipon the German staff, military and medial, 
orecipitately left. the camp, and thenceforth 
intil the month of August; 1915, with few 
‘xceptions, no communication was held be- 
“ween the prisoners and their guards, except 
xy means of directions shouted from the 
ruards or, officers remaining outside the wire 
entanglements of the camp. All supplies for 
the men were pushed into the camp over 
chutes. The food for the hospital and 
nedical officers was passed in on a trolley 
ver about 20 yards of rail, warked by 
vinches at either end, so as to avoid al] contact 
between the prisoners and the outside world. 
No: medical attention during the whole 
time was previded by the German staff. 

“The arrival of the British: medical officers 
it the camp,” the report states, “ came about 
in the following way. From, the month of 
November, 1914, 13 English doétérs: had been 
detained at Halle. They were none of them 
required for attendance upon their own men, 
and it is difficult to understand how, consist- 
ently with the Geneva Convention, their con- 
tinued detention was- justifiable. Indeed,~in 
direct defiance of the provisions of that Con- 
vention, these doctors were treated as ordi- 
nary prisoners of war, and the Committee can- 
not resist the suspicion that they were de- 
liberately detained by the German authorities 
so that they might be made available, if need 
be, for work of danger in relief of their own 


wrongful detention, these doctors were, on the 
10th February, 1915, informed that they were 
to be distributed amongst the other German 
camps, and particularly that six were required 
for the camp of Wittenberg. |

Sirn,—It seems abundantly evident to any- 
one who knows anything about the matter 
that the Government, in. ringing in ae: 

sed new taxes on motors, is determi to 
cill the motor trade, as there is no doubt 
that hundreds of thousands of those who pos- 
sess cars will be compelled to give them up. 
Allow me to state my own case, which is, no 
doubt, that of a great many others. I am the 
rector of a country parish. Some years ago I 
sold my pony and trap and bought a second- 
hand Ford car. The selling value of my motor 
was, before the new taxes were proposed. 
say, £60. To-day I do not suppose that I 
could sell it. The ordinary tax was £6 6sz., 
and I had to pay £8 15s. per annum for 
insurance: One would have thought that these 
standing charges were sufficiently high under 
the circumstances. The Government now pro- 
poses that I should pay a tax of £18 18s: per 
annum for the privilege of keeping a motor, 
which, owing to its restrictions with regard 
to petrol, I have been unable to use for the 
past three months. It is not enough. I 
do not intend to try to sell my car, but I m- 
tend to take it to pieces until Mr. McKenna 
recognises that he has almost succeeded in 
killing the goose that, in the shape of petrol 
and other taxes derived from motorists, has 
been laying for him golden eggs. Why could 
he not put a half-crown tax on ordinary 
bicycles, and collect it under penalty as the 
dog tax is coljected? I am as willing to bear 
my share in. war taxation as any man, but I 
could not afford to pay such a tax as that 
proposed, and I do not see any sense in try- 
ing to kill a great industry. To the great 
majority of people motor cars are not a luxury, 
while to many professional men they are a 
necessity.—Yours, etc.,

This rule applies to all divi- 
dends and interest from rernment funds 
payable on or after 6th inst.—e.g., the half- 
year’s interest on 44 per cent. War Stock, 

yable on Ist June next, will be charged the 
- rate, instead of 3s. (the old rate), for the 
four months to ist April, and 5s. for the re- 
maining two months. Dividends from all 
other home securities will be taxed accordin 
to the rate, or rates, in force during the peri 
in which the dividend accrued. Why the 
Government should thus handicap their own 
securities (in which we are urged to invest)

HASTE AT ASSIZES.

Con- 
venience of jurors may be unconvincingly al 
leged, but thay argument does not apply to 
appeals, as to which your correspondent 
wrote. These represent the more difficult and 
hardly fought cases in the County Courts for 
the six months preceding each assizes, and in 
those courts there has usually been a long 
and patient hearing. It must he, indeed, very 
disheartening to an appellant to find his a 
peal decided in a few minutes— ically 
without argument, and sometimes in the ab- 


sence of his counsel, for both judges nowadays. 


I have 
often, after briefing counsel, been f at a 
moment’s notice to get back the brief and do 
the case as best I could myself. Perhaps, the 
legal maxim, “Interest rev ut mi 
finis litium,”’ is to be interpreted as pustifying 
the stifling of litigation,’ but one may wonder 
if “ expeditious’’ judges favoured that view 
when at the Bar.
